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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on 
an application filed in 01/18/2000 .It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the 282309 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 



2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to 
show "a control section 40: as described in the specification page 17 line 10. 
Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

4. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The limitation " a detent member " is not supported by specification . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application 
as the application being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 
2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this 
application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the 
AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Takagi US patent 6,081,056 

Takagi'056 discloses a DC brush less motor ( column 3, line 33 Fig. 1), for an 
comprising an armature s( stator 10 , column 3 ,line 33 Fig. 12 stator coil , column 
3 ,line 36 ), a rotor( 14, column 3 line 33, Fig 4), a control section ( 20 , column 3 
limn 34 ,Fig.1) for controlling the armature, and a motor casing (3, Fig. 1) for 
holding them , wherein the motor casing includes a first casing member (2, Fig. 
1) and a second member which cover the armature and the rotor(3, Fig.1) and 
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are respectively provided with bearings, (18,19. column 11, line 66, Fig. 1) and a 
third casing member ( 5, Fig.) for covering the control section the first casing 
member and the second casing member each having a curable resin ( 4, column 
3, line 42, 51,52, Fig. 1) having a high thermal conduction disposed therein, and 
a detent member ( 35 , connecting rod ) inherently prevents displacement of the 
first (3) and second member (2) from one another, the armature is placed in the 
first casing member, the control section is arranged between the second casing 
member and the third casing member ( Fig. 1 shows the control section is 
located between 3, 5 ) , seating surfaces are contacted formed along the 
peripheries of the edges, a through-hole into which a wiring is inserted to connect 
the armature and the control section. (95, Fig. 21),the second casing member 
supports a substrate of the control section ( 43 Fig. 1 ),the second casing 
member supports the sensor ( 71 , column 12 , line 36 ) for detecting the position 
of the rotor.
